Diverse methods used 
to handle Chapter |

SAN DIEGO — When the USS. 
Supreme Court ruled this past July that it 
was unconstitutional for public school 
teachers to instruct students in private 
schools, many San Diego diocesan schools 
found themselves in a dilemma. 


The ruling has caused school districts 
not only in the San Diego area, but also 
around the country to devise new ways to 
provide Chapter I services to parochial 
school students. One reason for this is 
because the Court let stand the federal 
statute that requires equitable 
programming for both public and 
parochial students as a condition for a 
public school district’s expenditures of 
federal funds. 


To find out what diocesan schools are 
doing to confront the problem, the 
Southern Cross surveyed principals in 
diocesan schools. The findings of that 
survey are reported here. 


San Diego area 


Although students attending diocesan 
elementary schools within the San Diego 
Unified School District (SDUSD) are still 
without Chapter I instructional services, 
testing to determine which students are 
eligible for Chapter I services has begun

Chapter I students, according to Noble 
Shade of SDUSD’s compensatory 
education program. The buses will park 
off school property, probably on the 
street, where instruction will be done by 
teachers and instructional aides. 


Several principals of Catholic schools 
affected voiced concern with the mobile 
classroom’s safety. Immaculate Heart of 
Mary Sister Rosemary Babbitt, principal 
of St. Michael Academy, said she is 
worried about the safety of the teachers 
and children on the mobile units because 
the classrooms will lack communication 
with schools. She is especially concerned 
with these classrooms parking on the 
street near schools with transient 
populations. 


Most of the diocesan school principals, 
whose students have been affected by the 
Chapter I cuts, hope that SDUSD will 
consider leasing non-school property, 
such as a convent or a parish hall, to 
provide Chapter I services to their 


students. 

BRIAN BENNETT, principal of 
Blessed Sacrament School, said the “‘use 
of non-school facilities’ is allowed under 
the Supreme Court’s Chapter I ruling. 
He added that California’s chief legal 
counsel has approved the use of non- 


school facilities. 


SDUSD is looking at the legality of 
leasing non-school facilities in which to 
hold instruction, Shade said. The 
district’s Board of Education was slated to 
rule on this matter and on allotting funds 
for the mobile classrooms at its Nov. 19 
meeting. 

Although the use of non-school 
property has yet to be approved as lawful, 
several parochial school principals 
contacted by Southern Cross said district 
personnel had been out to look over 
possible Chapter I service sites near their 
schools. These include St. Jude Academy, 
St. Michael Academy, and St. Patrick 
School. 


BENNETT SAID the cost of 
preparing the mobile classrooms was 
between $50,000 to $60,000 per unit. 


The district has targeted Dec. 1 as the 
date on which Chapter I instructional 
services will begin for parochial school 
students. Shade said, however, that Dec. 
1 is not the deadline but that the mobile 
classrooms ‘‘will probably be ready’’ by 
that date. 


Because diagnostic testing of Chapter I 
students did not begin until the latter part 
of October, many of the diocesan school 
principals were uncertain whether testing 
would be completed by Dec. 1. Testing iis 
done to set up an individualized learning 
program for Chapter I pupils, said 
Richard Scherer, principal of Our Lady’s 
School. 


SCHERER NOTED that although the 
testing was taking place, the ‘provision of 
equitable services’? to parochial school 
students is still lacking. He added that the 
district’s ‘‘planning is lacking, erratic, 
and random.”’ 

Principals of diocesan schools in 
SDUSD and district officials have met 
every two weeks to discuss Chapter I, 
Scherer said. He added that the meetings 
were requested by the diocesan school 
principals. 


Outside SD area 


At-St. Rose of Lima School in Chula 
Vista, nine seventh and eighth graders 
receive extra reinforcement in reading 
skills each day from an instructional aide 
hired by the Sweetwater Union High 
School District. They are taught in the 
school’s learning center. 


However, eligible pupils in other 
grades at this school are excluded from 
the service, Benedictine Sister Mary 
Aidan Murphy, principal, said. 

WHY THE disparity? School districts 
have different. interpretations of the 
Chapter I funding. Funding for pupils in 
grades 1 through 6 is administered by the 
Chula Vista City Elementary School 
District. Its implementation of the 
Supreme Court ruling has deprived 
eligible pupils of additional instruction in 
reading and math received in past years 
from district-hired teacher aides, Sister 
Murphy said. 

This year the aides can only assist St. 
Rose of Lima teachers in tasks that 
exclude ‘‘direct instruction”’ to students, 
she added. 


Sweetwater Union High School 
District, which delivers Chapter I services 
to seventh and eighth graders in Chula 
Vista’s Catholic schools, interprets the 
language of the ruling in a different light.

Bishops look at number 
of vital church issues

WASHINGTON (NC) — Some of the 
best things the nation’s bishops did at 
their Nov. 11-15 general meeting in 
Washington were to reaffirm their pro-life 
commitment, back campus ministers, and 
emphasize the importance of collegiality, 
said Bishop James W. Malone, president 
of the National Conference of Catholic 
Bishops. 


At-a press conference concluding the 
meeting, Bishop Malone, of Youngs- 
town, Ohio, also cited as highlights the 
bishops’ exploration of the morality of 
nuclear deterrence, their interest in 
evangelization, their exoneration of 
Catholic Relief Services from any 
misadministration of African relief funds, 
and their finalization of plans to meet for 
brotherly episcopal reflection in College- 
ville, Minn., next spring. 


BISHOP MALONE said that the 
adoption of the new pro-life plan 
‘‘represents a strong re-affirmation of the 
bishops’ commitment to restore 
protection to the unborn within the 
context of the consistent ethic of life.”’ 

The consistent ethic links opposition to 
abortion to rejection of such other threats 
to life as capital punishment and nuclear 
war. 


Bishop Malone also expressed pleasure 


at the bishops’ handling of a new pastoral 
letter on campus ministry. ‘“This is not a 
headline-grabber for the media,”’ he said, 
but added that it was important for the 
bishops to give support to campus 
ministers. 


THE BISHOPS voted 176-4 in favor 
of the pastoral on campus ministry, but 
balloting must be completed by mail 
because the document needs 201 votes — 
two-thirds of active NCCB members — 
for formal approval. 


On the question of CRS handling of 
funds for Ethiopia, Bishop Malone said 
that the ‘‘detailed and _ professional 
report”? by a committee headed by 
Cardinal John Krol of Philadelphia had 
‘cleared the air’’ and permitted the over- 
seas aid agency of U.S. Catholics to 
proceed with more support from the 
hierarchy than ever. 


CRS had been alleged to have 
mishandled its African hunger relief 
activities. Cardinal Krol headed a three- 
bishop committee that determined there 
were no irregularities in its operations. 


THE NUCLEAR deterrence issue 
came up during an executive session in 
which the bishops agreed to form a 
committee to study whether the nation’s 
deterrence policy can still be judged 
moral. The committee is to report its 
findings back to the bishops.

POLITICAL ACTIVISM — Political 
activism in the struggle for justice is part of the 
Christian commitment ‘‘to announce and 
construct the kingdom of God,’’ said Bishop 
Samuel Ruiz of San Cristobal de las Casas, 
Mexico. The bishop commented in a pastoral 
letter, ‘‘The Condition of the People 
Struggling for Justice,’’ which was released in 
late October. The letter condemns increasing 
human rights abuses in southern Mexico and 
the “‘continual deferment of just solutions to 
the demands of the poor.’’ 


BLATANT INJUSTICE — Auxiliary 
Bishop Edward T. Hughes of Philadelphia 
received a flood of agreement from bishops 
when he called for a ‘‘sustained protest”’ 
against the Supreme Court ruling that struck 
down public-funded remedial aid in parochial 
school classrooms. Several bishops at the 
meeting of the National Conference of 
Catholic Bishops in Washington joined in 
calling the ruling a “‘blatant injustice’’ to poor 
parochial students and urging a plan of action 
to overturn the decision. The court ruled July 
1 that public school teachers giving remedial 
instruction in private school classrooms 
violated the principle of separation of church 
and state. 


NOTHING TO HIDE — Catholic Relief 
Services has ‘‘nothing to hide’’ in its African 
operations, Cardinal John Krol of 
Philadelphia told the U.S. bishops. It would be 
a ‘‘tragedy if the allegations (of wrong doing) 
were to take the focus off the continuing need 
in Ethiopia. ... The real danger is one of 
‘donor fatigue,’ ’’ the cardinal said. Cardinal 
Krol headed a three-bishop ad hoc committee 
appointed last summer to investigate 
allegations that CRS was misusing the millions 
of dollars donated for Ethiopian famine relief 
and that it disobeyed U.S. Agency for 
International Development rules in the way it 
handled token payments for food aid in Africa. 


ARCHBISHOP OBJECTS — The Los 
Angeles city school board has voted 6-1 to 
establish a model high school health clinic 
offering medical services including 
“dispensing of birth control information and 
devices,’’ despite objections by Archbishop 
Roger Mahony of Los Angeles. The arch- 
bishop had called on the city school board to 
reject the proposal. The archbishop’s 
statement was read by Marguerite Byrne, a 
member of the archdiocesan school board, at a 
city school board meeting. 


DECREASE IN SEMINARIANS — 
The number of U.S. Catholic seminarians 
declined this year in all three categories — 
high school, college, and theology — the 
Center for Applied Research in the Apostolate 
said. The largest drop was in seminarians at 
the college level, which for the 1985-86 school 
year declined by 406, or 12 percent, from the 
previous year. Benedictine Father Adrian 
Fuerst, CARA’s specialist in seminary

PRIEST THREATENS SUIT — A 
33-year-old priest, who had harshly criticized 
Ireland’s hierarchy, has threatened to sue 
Bishop Cahal Daly of Down and Connor for 
ordering him out of the diocese. Should the 
priest take his case to court, it would be the 


' first time a bishop has been sued by a priest 


under Britain’s Fair Employment Laws, which 
apply in British-ruled Northern Ireland. 
Father Pat Buckley, a priest of the Diocese of 
Cardiff, Wales, had criticized the Irish hier- 
archy and some priests, saying they were 
“‘remote from the people and the ugly and 
often brutal realities of life today in Northern 
Ireland.”’ 


COUNSEL UNSUITABLE — Arch- 
bishop Roger Mahony of Los Angeles has 
urged California Gov. George Deukmejian to 
dismiss David Stirling, the controversial 
general counsel of the state’s Agricultural 
Labor Relations Board. In a letter to the 
governor, Archbishop Mahony said Stirling 
had ‘‘effectively disqualified himself from 
continuing in that position’”’ with an article in 
the Los Angeles Times criticizing the United 
Farm Workers of America.. Archbishop 
Mahony was the first director of the ALRB 
under Gov. Edmund G. Brown, Jr., in 1975. 
The board mediates disputes between growers 
and workers. Cesar Chavez, president of the 
United Farm Workers of America, launched a 
table grape boycott earlier this year to protest 
Stirling’s administration of the board. 


CHINESE WELCOME — Pope John 
Paul II said he hopes that obstacles to the 
union of Chinese Catholics with the universal

cardinals, a bishop, and about 12 other Christian and Jewish religious leaders Nov. 8 to solicit 
their views on his November summit in Geneva with Soviet leader Mikhail Gorbachev. After the 
session the church leaders said the president, while optimistic of small progress at the summit, 
doubts any major breakthroughs will result. Nonetheless, they said, Reagan hopes a second, 
follow-up meeting between himself and Gorbachev can be arranged in Washington or Moscow. 
Those attending the lunch included Cardinals Joseph L. Bernardin of Chicago, John J. 
O’Connor of New York, John Krol of Philadelphia, and Bernard F. Law of Boston. Also present 
were Bishop Paul Baltakis of Brooklyn, N.Y., spiritual leader of Lithuanian Catholics outside 
Lithuania, and Father Casimir Pugevicius, director of the Brooklyn-based Lithuanian-American

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Church will be quickly overcome. The pope 
expressed the hope at a November meeting 
with bishops from Taiwan. He did not say 
what the obstacles are or if a solution was near. 
Previously, Chinese officials have said one key 
obstacle is the Vatican’s diplomatic ties with 
Taiwan, which China considers part of its 
territory. Church officials have cited as a key 
obstacle government promotion of the 
National Association of Patriotic Catholics, 
which rejects ties to the Vatican. 


RANAGHAN RESIGNS — Kevin 
Ranaghan, a leader of the People of Praise, an 
ecumenical Christian community with head- 
quarters in South Bend, Ind., has resigned 
from the National Service Committee of the 
Catholic Charismatic Renewal of the United 
States. Ranaghan, a permanent deacon, has 
been involved in the development of the 
Catholic charismatic renewal since 1967.

The goals of the Third National Hispanic 
Pastoral Encuentro, including preparation for 
a Hispanic ministry plan, ‘‘have been 
achieved to a considerable degree,’’ Arch- 
bishop Robert F. Sanchez of Santa Fe, N.M., 
told bishops in a report presented to the 
meeting of the National Conference of 


Catholic Bishops in Washington. The arch- 
bishop is chairman of the bishops’ Hispanic 
Affairs Committee. A major accomplishment 
of the encuentro, according to Archbishop 
Sanchez, was its preparation for the bishops’ 
proposed national pastoral plan of Hispanic 
ministry.

Mae Murken’s living room table is filled with gifts and 
greetings from the nation’s capital, the Padres’ dugout, 
and North Park’s Augustinian monastery — all wishing 
her a happy 100th birthday. 


One card is from President Ronald Reagan and his 
wife, Nancy. Another is a Congressional Distinguished 
Service Award from Congressman Jim Bates. 


AMONG HER gifts is a picture of the Padres and a 
baseball autographed by all the players.. These were 
presented to the centenarian by Padres pitcher Dave 
Dravecky at her birthday party in St. Patrick parish hall 
Nov. 11. 

‘‘She never misses a Padres game on television,’’ said 
Midge LeClaire, who has known Murken for 24 years. 


A 14-foot scroll with over 300 birthday wishes from 
parishioners is another souvenir of her birthday party. 
Here she listened to a singing telegram delivered by an 
entertainer in top hat and tails who decorated her wheel- 
chair with helium balloons. 


AT THIS event, her birthday cake announced the 
celebrity as ‘‘100 years young.’’ After blowing out the 
first of two candles, she asked to make her birthday wish 
aloud: ‘‘May God bless everyone here and all St. 
Patrick’s parishioners.’’ Then Murken invited the guests 
to her next 100th birthday party. ¢ 

Another birthday wish is lettered on a paper banner 
made by student council members of St. Patrick and 
signed by all 230 pupils. 

Murken watched from her doorway as students held the 
banner in her front yard Nov. 13. At the same time the 
rest of the student body sang ‘‘Happy Birthday’ on the 
church steps across the street and released helium 
balloons, which vanished within minutes. 

ST. PATRICK’s oldest parishioner has been active in 
the church for years, said Augustinian Father Robert 


Gavotto, pastor. She was a member of the Archconfrater- 
nity of the Blessed Sacrament, a women’s group engaged 
in personal support services and fund-raising for the 
parish. She also served coffee and doughnuts in the parish 
hall after Sunday morning Masses for 17 years. 

“She loves St. Patrick’s and all the Augustinians who 
serve here,’’ Father Gavotto said. 


Her niece, Anna Chaney, who has lived with Murken 
the past five years, said her aunt often used her artistic 
talent to decorate the parish hall for celebrations, such as 
priests’ jubilees.

She rents a building adjacent to her home to the parish, 
which uses it as a thrift shop named St. Patrick’s Pickin’s. 
Weekly proceeds of about $250 from the sale of donated 
clothing and household items is used for the school, said 
St. Joseph Sister Rita Mary Roemlein, principal. 

She charges minimal rent and donates articles to the 
store, Father Gavotto said. 


MURKEN RECEIVES the Eucharist in her home 
every first Friday, usually from Father Bill Sullivan, 
Chaney said. Murken told Father Gary Sanders, former 
associate pastor, that she prays for religious vocations 
every day, Chaney added. 

LeClaire believes Murken’s faith ‘‘has been the back- 
bone of her long life,’ along with her ‘‘wit, 
compassion . . . and zest for life.’’ 

The century-old Catholic is thankful for her “‘good 
health,’? Chaney said. Her aunt hopes to walk again 
soon; she has been confined to a wheelchair with hip pains 
the past month. 

“SHE IS strong, alert, and keeps up-to-date,’’ Father 
Gavotto said. 
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Mae Murken celebrated her 100th birthday with a party 
given by St. Patrick parish and school children. 


Chaney said her aunt watches TV news and regularly 
reads The San Diego Union and the Southern Cross. 


Murken moved to San Diego from Colorado in 1910. 
She married George Murken three years later and 
operated Murken Realty Company with him on the 
property where she still resides. She also worked as a legal 
secretary.

Ryan set unequalled record 


This has been a year of 4Cth anniversaries: the end of World 
War II, the first atomic bombing, the founding of the United 
Nations, the death of Franklin Roosevelt. 


It also marks the 40th anniversary of the death of Msgr. John 
A. Ryan, the pioneer American Catholic social philosopher and 
an enthusiastic New Dealer who gave the benediction at two 
FDR inaugurals. 


Born in 1869 of Irish-immigrant parents on a small farm near 
St. Paul, Minn., Msgr. Ryan was ordained for the Archdiocese 
of St. Paul in 1898. He earned a doctorate in moral theology and 
taught at St. Paul Seminary for 13 years. 


Msgr. Ryan joined The Catholic University of America 
faculty in 1915, and in 1920 was named director of the Social 
Action Department of the National Catholic Welfare Council (a 
precursor of the present U.S. Catholic Conference), a post he 
held until his death. 


A Living Wage, his first book, was published in 1906 and won 
worldwide attention. Written as his doctoral dissertation, the 
book advocated legal protection of the right to a living wage 32 
years before the federal government got around to enacting the 
Fair Labor Standards Act. Even to this day, his example in 
fathering one of the earliest state minimum-wage laws — 
Minnesota’s — has yet to be followed in some states. 


His most important book, Distributive Justice, which 
systematically applied the principles of moral theology to a wide 
range of industrial and economic problems, appeared in 1916. I 
would agree with his biographer, Francis L. Broderick, that with 
its publication he had had his say as a scholar. Although he never 
stopped writing, after 1916 he spent most of his career on the 
active apostolate for social justice. 


Broderick chronicled Msgr. Ryan’s distinguished career — a 
record in social reform and reconstruction unequalled by any 
other American Catholic — in a 1963 biography, Right Reverend 
New Dealer: John A. Ryan. 


Msgr. Ryan’s major emphasis during his extraordinarily 
active apostolate was the urgent need for adequate socioeconomic 
legislation. He was also interested in organization — particularly 
the organization of workers — as a necessary means of solving 
economic and social problems. 


Perhaps the best short summary of Msgr. Ryan’s legislative 
program is the 1919 U.S. Bishops’ Program of Social 
Reconstruction, of which he was the principal author. Although 
considered rather radical then, almost all its legislative proposals 
have since been enacted into law. 


Msgr. Ryan’s ideas ‘‘were more radical than the program of a 
good many moderate, dues-paying socialists,’’ says Broderick. 
“‘Not technically enough of a socialist to draw the formal censure 
of his ecclesiastical superiors, but too radical for most of his co- 
religionists,’’ Broderick says Ryan’s own view is simpler: ‘‘He is 
about as radical as Leo XIII.”’ 


His advocacy involved him in numerous public controversies, 
from which he emerged with his priestly and scholarly dignity 
substantially intact. ‘‘He had quarreled with a president and a 
cardinal; he had been honored by another president and a 
pope,’’ writes Broderick. ‘‘Stubborn yet flexible, gruff but 
affectionate, learned but simple, he had survived four decades of 
controversy with humor and with friends.’’ 


Msgr. Ryan was a great American and a great social reformer 
who, Broderick notes, ‘‘never forgot that he was a priest and that 
his business was the salvation of souls.’’ His triumph ‘‘came 
from the skill with which he blended traditional Catholic 
principles and the American progressive tradition.”’

Need to speak out 


Praise God for~the bishop’s letter 
condemning abortion in your Nov. 7 
issue. While his position on this subject 
was never doubted, it is good that he is 
finally speaking out forcefully and 
publicly on this issue.

Too many people have come to ignore 
the abortion problem since 1973, saying 
the Supreme Court has spoken and 
abortion is now the law of the land, but it 
was still morally wrong. 


The laity, who look to their priests and 
bishops for leadership, must be reminded 
and exhorted, as Bishop Maher states, to 
use the democratic process (national, 
state, and local) to work for the justice of 
all. No commitment to promote other 
human rights can outweigh a refusal to 
help end legalized killing of the unborn. 


As the bishops of Italy pronounced 
(Southern Cross (11/7) page 2), silence on 
this issue is to be condemned.

Spirit’s mission in work of salvation 


The following is the Vatican text of Pope John Paul II’s remarks in 
English at his weekly general audience in St. Peter’s Square Nov. 13. 


Dear brothers and sisters, 


As I continue my catechesis on the Creed, I wish to speak 
about the Church’s belief in the Holy Spirit. Our faith in the 
Holy Spirit is based on God’s self-revelation. In the first verses of 
the Bible we read that ‘‘the spirit of God was moving over the 
face of the waters.’’ The Hebrew word used here is ruah, which 
means breath, breeze, or wind. This ruah of God, the spirit, was 
active in the creation of the world and, in fact, in all of salvation 
history. 


In the New Testament, particularly in the Gospel of John, 
there are many passages that throw light on the relationship of 
the Holy Spirit with the Father and the Son and that reveal the 
Spirit’s mission in the work of salvation. Christ tells his apostles: 
“I will pray to the Father, and He will give you another 
counselor, to be with you forever. 


““The counselor, the Holy Spirit, whom the Father will send in 
my name, He will teach you all things, and bring to your 
remembrance all that I have said to you.”’ 


The Holy Spirit proceeds from the Father and the Son and is 
also sent by the Father and the Son. These revealed truths about 
the inner life of the Holy Trinity help us to understand the 
missions of the Son and the Spirit in the whole plan of salvation. 
From the revelation of Christ, we know that the Spirit dwells in 
the hearts of believers as the source of truth and love.

Major, minor basilicas 


Q: I’ve noticed that Mission San Diego de Alcala is a 
“minor basilica.’’ What is the difference between a major 
and a minor basilica? MK 


A: The term basilica has a specialized meaning in church 
history, architecture, and canon law. I will try to answer your 
question from the perspective of canon law: 


A major basilica is the name given to large ecclesiastical 
structures usually in Rome (but in other cities, also) that are 
important to the history of Christianity. A minor basilica is a 
church so honored because it becomes a basilica in one of two 
ways: it is so honored by the pope or it is recognized as a basilica 
through ‘“‘immemorial custom.’’ In order to be a basilica 
recognized by immemorial custom, the church must have been 
thought of as a basilica ‘‘for years reaching beyond the memory 
of living people.”’ 


Major and minor basilicas have certain rights and privileges. 
Moreover, basilicas generally have certain spiritual favors, such 
as indulgences, attached to them. Generally speaking, the major 
basilicas are the pope’s special churches where the thrones and 
altars are reserved to the exclusive use of the pope. In recent 
years, however, the pope has modified the exclusivity of the 
major basilicas, so other important church dignitaries may 
preside at services in those basilicas from time to time. 


The chief characteristic of the minor basilica is a pavilion 
whose wooden frame is covered with bands of silk, alternately red 
and yellow. These are the colors of the papal government and of 
the Roman senate in ancient times. Originally, this tent sheltered 
a patriarch. The pavilion is surmounted by a gilt copper cross. 


The major Roman basilicas are St. John Lateran (the pope’s 
cathedral church), St. Paul-Outside-the-Walls, St. Peter, and St. 
Mary Major. The Convent Church of St. Francis in Assisi is also 
a patriarchal and papal basilica because the body of St. Francis is 
there. 


In the United States, there are about two dozen minor 
basilicas. Mission San Diego de Alcala was named a minor 
basilica by Pope Paul VI in 1976. Mission Dolores in San 
Francisco and Mission San Carlos Borromeo in Carmel are also 
minor basilicas.

It’s as predictable as turkey on Thanksgiving. News- 
papers and TV cameras descend upon the soup kitchens, 
shelters, and the Salvation Army to photograph the down- 
and-out eating their turkey and dressing. 


Inevitably, there is one guest who shields his or her 
face. Others turn away. Once I glimpsed one who ducked 
under the table just as the camera moved in to focus on 
her and her three young children. 


WHY DO we do this to the less fortunate — invite them 
to a feast and then insist upon displaying their hunger, 
misfortune, and faces to the comfortable sitting in our 
living rooms? 


Last year, the practice came to a head at the Salvation 
Army in Albuquerque: Apparently some of the guests 
refused to cooperate with cameramen and reporters 
because the Albuquerque Journal ran big headlines the 
day after Thanksgiving: ‘‘Guests Shun Media at 
Salvation Army Thanksgiving Meal.”’ 


Early in the story a woman was quoted as saying: “‘Do 
those cameras have to be in here? We’re like animals in a 
zoo, getting our pictures taken.”’ 


THE MISSION’S public relations director was angry. 
“It really galls me,’’ he said. “‘In the first place, I said

I had just finished reading a book in which the author 
made an exhaustive study of an actual psychotic 
murderer. Despite the appalling record of sadism and 
torture, I found myself deeply saddened by the exposure 
of a child of great potential hidden behind the face of a 
monstrous man. It is a tragic tale of a life warped by a 
series of abusive events. In the process his reason was 
distorted by a desperate attempt to make sense of — or at 
least compensate for — the conditions in which it had to 
develop. 


During a discussion of our penal system and the 
validity of the insanity plea as a defense against murder, 
most people agreed that the taking of life, except in self- 
defense, must always be punishable. However, defining 
the nature of a perceived threat is difficult. 


IS THE threat that might exist only in one’s mind, 
sane or not, always to be dismissed in favor of the more 
visable physical one? How do we know the mind of the 
person who kills? Is one killing better or worse than 
another? Is anyone ever completely sane who willfully 
takes life for personal gain, convenience, or gratification? 


To understand all is to forgive all, and we are woefully 
deficient in our understanding of one another. Despite 
our modern fascination with human psychology, we are 
still deficient in real understanding of how our minds

that the television cameras and the reporters would be 
here. I said if you didn’t want to see yourselves on TV, 
then turn your heads.”’ 


Some choice: you get your turkey, you forfeit your 
dignity. 


I suspect there are several reasons for our unfeelingness 
in photographing the unfortunates who take advantage of 
our charity. The only one that can be justified, in my 
opinion, is that of calling attention to viewers who might 
be moved to donate food or monies to the charitable 
organization. 


EVEN THEN, it doesn’t have to be photos of the 
guests, does it? Could it not be of the volunteers cooking 
or the tables laden with food? 


I think the main reason cameras pan in on sorry- 
looking individuals is a macabre one. There is a 
fascination in many of us when we drive down skid row 
and see people huddled in doorways and sleeping on 
grates. While we may feel pity for them, there’s an 
accompanying feeling of smugness because we aren’t 
there.. 


Jesus told us clearly that when we give we should not 
proclaim it to the world but give because it makes us 


work and just why we do what we do. We take a terrible 
risk when we sit in judgment upon anyone else, however 
heinous their crime or aberrant their personality. 


Judgments have to be made, of course, by the judicial 
system. Laws are meant to protect society and the 
harmony of life. Those who infringe upon them are to be 
restrained, one way or another. 


THE ONUS for compassion rests upon us, the 
ordinary people of society. Jesus took pains to emphasize 
this in His spoken and lived ministry. His compassion 
healed the mentally ill and reformed the evil-doers. He 
had the capacity to separate the person from the act, to 
deal with utmost compassion with the sinner while 
abhorring the sin. Of all people, though, He was most 
justified to judge. 


If we see not only the obvious evil that threatens our 
existence, but also the unhappy, emotionally crippled 
people who perpetrate it, is it possible for us to avoid 
compassion? Can we still react in fear and anger and give 
primacy to our destructive urges toward them? 


Jesus’ request to do good to those who harm us, to love 
those who threaten and hate us, is the hardest 
commandment for us to follow. It goes against the grain 
of our self-protectiveness; it snags on our fear of personal 
harm and death. “‘Love one another’’ is a very tough

better persons, more God-like, and more caring about our 
neighbors. Where in Scripture do we find Jesus not 
treating those who come to Him in need with dignity? 


ON THE happier side, I know a bishop who serves and 
eats with the less fortunate in his diocese on holidays and 
he refuses to allow cameras, even from the diocesan 
paper. 

‘These people are entitled to their dignity,’’ he says 
simply. ‘‘They give me more than I can ever give them. I 
hear their stories and their pain, and I am humbled.’’ 


What a beautiful way of giving thanks — sharing with 
others, not just our food but our respect. 


THIS THANKSGIVING, I invite readers to consider 
writing a letter protesting the photos they see on TV and 
in newspapers, photos that illustrate God’s people whose 
bodies are being nourished while their dignity is being 
violated. If enough of us react an behalf of them, perhaps 
the stories after Christmas Day won’t inflict the same 
humiliation. 


Thanksgiving is a time of giving thanks, for what we 
have been given and for what we haven’t. For some 
reason, God has not chosen us to be guests at the charity 
banquet. For that, we can give thanks. However, he has 
chosen us to care about those people and writing a letter 
or making a call is one way we can show we care.

principle to live by, even among us who claim Jesus as our 
Lord. 


PERHAPS IT is because we ourselves are not without 
aberration that it is so difficult. Perhaps in massive public 
evil we perceive the magnification of our own hidden, 
maybe unacknowledged, sin — our own lovelessness and 
coldness, our preoccupation with what we see as personal 
good and gratification, our urge for power and 
dominance over those who resist us. 


It is not so much horror as sorrow that should stir and 
move us in the daily tally of crime and abuse the media 
gustily presents each day. These are sad things to be 
happening to God’s creation, to God’s people. They are 
sad distortions of the life He has so lovingly and 
generously given us. Our tears should flow not only for 
victims of crime and violence, but also for those who enact 
them and who, in another way, are also their own victims. 


The dew of compassion is a tear, Byron said, but the 
dew that falls from heaven does not discriminate between 
the weed and the rose. Nor may we if we are truly to 
follow in the footsteps of Jesus who not only associated 
with those on the wrong side of the law, but also died a 
criminal’s death Himself. Grossly misjudged by the 
people and authorities of His time, His message comes to 
us with greater poignancy. Judge not, lest you yourself 
are judged. 


Synod: celebration, reaffirmation of Vatican Il 


If next week’s extraordinary synod is to fulfill its stated 
purposes, it will be both a celebration and a reaffirmation 
of the Second Vatican Council. 


What is there about the council to celebrate and to 
reaffirm? 


FIRST, THE council’s insistence that faith is preserved 
and enriched through dialogue. ‘‘If in the past there was a 
tendency to use the method of separation to preserve the 
unity of the faith,’’ Pope John Paul II has written in his 
Sources of Renewal, ‘‘Vatican II has indicated a different 
way of enriching it.”’ 

The dialogue, as the late Pope Paul VI declared in his 
first encyclical, Ecclesiam Suam, must be carried on at 
different levels: with the world at large, with non- 
Christian religions, with other Christian churches, and 
within the Catholic Church itself. 

The way of anathemata must be behind us now. No 
one, not even the Catholic Church, posesses all the truth. 
Only God does. 

THE CHURCH, therefore, must listen and learn 
from others, as well as share with others the riches of its 
own spiritual and doctrinal tradition. 


Secondly, the synod will want to reaffirm the council’s 
teaching that every member of the Church, not just the 
hierarchy, has a positive role to play in the proclamation 
of the Gospel. 

“It is significant,’’ Pope John Paul II wrote, “‘that the 
council at no point repeats the traditional distinction 
between the Ecclesia docens (teaching Church). and the 
Ecclesia discens (learning Church)... .’’ All share in 


Christ’s prophetic mission. 

THIRDLY, THE synod will want to reaffirm the 
council’s emphasis on human freedom as the necessary 
basis for a life of genuine faith. 


‘‘Freedom,’’ Pope John Paul II declared, “‘is a 
characteristic property of the human person, and it is also 
his duty.”’ 

Fourthly, freedom can be achieved and sustained only 
in community, according to the council. On the other 
hand, a true community encourages individual freedom 
and is enriched by it. 


POPE JOHN Paul II has insisted that ‘‘communio thus 
indicates the proper place in (the Church) not only of 
particular estates or social groups like the hierarchy, the 
laity, and religious orders, but also of individuals in the 
Church.”’ 


Indeed, the hierarchical constitution of the Church 
“‘presupposes a ‘true equality’ among all members of the 
People of God . . . and the action of a lay member of the 
People of God may be more effective than that of a 
member of the hierarchy or of a religious order.”’ 


Fifthly, the extraordinary synod will want to reaffirm 
the council’s teaching that authority is always at the 
service of the Church and never for the sake of 
dominating or controlling others. 


‘“‘THE ORDER of grace,’’ Pope John Paul II has 
written, ‘‘is more fundamental to the constitution of the 
People of God than is the order of authority on which the 
hierarchy of the Church is based. The order of grace is 
also the source of the final equality of all members of the 
Church in regard to the reality of salvation, to which all 


are equally called.”’ 

The Holy Father, like many Catholic theologians, finds 
the ordering of chapters 2 and 3 in the Dogmatic 
Constitution on the Church to be a great significance. 
The chapter on the hierarchy was deliberately placed 
after, rather than before, the chapter on the People of 
God, because authority is always a form of service. 

Sixthly, the synod will want to reaffirm the council’s 
teaching on collegiality, that is, on the importance of local 
churches and of national conferences of bishops. 


ALTHOUGH NATIONAL episcopal conferences are 
under attack these days from far right-wing quarters, the 
Holy Father noted that such conferences ‘‘are in a 
position to contribute in many and fruitful ways to the 
concrete realization of the collegiate spirit.’’ 


Seventhly, the synod will want to reaffirm the council’s 
strong emphasis on history as the principal context of the 
Church’s life and mission. 


THE CHURCH is the People of God on pilgrimage in 
history. Nothing is unaffected by history: not church 
structures, not spirituality, not doctrines and dogmas, not 
even the Lord Himself who became flesh at a particular 
time, in a particular place, and under particular 
circumstances. 

The extraordinary synod itself is but a moment in the 
long history of the Church and of humankind itself. At its 
best, we might profit somewhat from it. At worst, we shall 
survive and even prosper in spite of it. 

Why talk of ‘‘worst’’? We take the Holy Father at his 
word. 
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Priesthood, evangelization concerned council

With its Decree on the Ministry and Life of Priests, the 
Second Vatican Council tried to set in place a renewal of 
Catholic priests to match the renewal the council sought 
throughout the Church. 


The decree reaffirmed priestly celibacy in the Western 
church — even in its early versions, before Pope Paul VI 
said that was not an open issue for council debate. 


IT FOCUSED on preaching the Gospel and presiding 
over the Eucharist as central elements of priestly ministry. 


In the vision of the decree, the priest is a co-worker of 
the bishop in building up God’s people on earth; he is 
drawn from the community, yet set apart from the 
community; he is both leader and ‘‘brother’’ of those he is 
called to serve; he calls other Christians to fulfill their 
ministries and leads them in doing so. 


Opposing any tendency to see a conflict between a 
priest’s personal spirituality and his active ministry, the 
decree declared that ‘“‘by their everyday sacred actions 
themselves, as by the entire ministry that they 
exercise ... (priests) are being directed toward 
perfection of life.’’ 


IT ENCOURAGED priests to support one another, 
saying ordination unites them all ‘‘in an intimate 
sacramental brotherhood.’’ It also encouraged continuing 
education for the ongoing spiritual and ministerial 
development of priests. 

The decree, also known by its Latin title Presbyterorum 
Ordinis, was one of four documents finally approved and 
promulgated on Dec. 7, 1965, the day before the council 
ended. 

Its history was a good example of how the world’s 
bishops took control of a council statement and developed 
it far beyond what a commission originally intended. 

ORIGINALLY THERE was no special document 
planned on priests. They were dealt with in parts of a 
number of documents.

In 1963, however, during debate on a chapter about 
priests in the Dogmatic Constitution on the Church, the 
bishops insisted that priests should be treated as a separate 
topic as well. A commission drew up and circulated a 
council message to priests. The bishops rejected it as 
inadequate. 


As the council reconvened in 1964, a rather bare set of 
12 ‘‘propositions’’ on priestly life and ministry was 
presented, only to be overwhelmingly rejected by the 
bishops as inadequate. 


The persistent demands of the bishops for a more 
substantive document led finally to the decree, the most 
positive treatment of the meaning of priestly life and 
ministry ever to issue from a general council of the 
Church: 


Missionary activity 
Preaching the Gospel to those who have not heard it is 
“‘the greatest and holiest work of the Church,’’ said the 
Decree on the Missionary Activity of the Church, one of 
the last documents issued by the Second Vatican Council. 
“Since the whole Church is missionary, and the work 
of evangelization is a basic duty of the people of God, this 
sacred synod summons all to a deep interior renewal,”’

statements linking inner conversion and outward mission. 

THE MISSIONARY decree was formally approved 
and issued on Dec. 7, 1965, the last full working day of 
the council. It is also known by its Latin title, Ad Gentes. 


“The pilgrim Church is missionary by her very © 


nature,’’ the decree said. 


While its call to preach the Gospel reaffirmed a self- 
understanding of the Church that dates back to the first 
apostles, the decree developed new ways of viewing that 
mission and carrying it out. 


IT REJECTED the imposition of Western culture on 
people of other cultures in the name of the Gospel. 
‘““Christ and the Church... transcend every 
particularity of race or nation,”’ it said. 


It urged Christians in non-Christian lands to ‘‘share in 
the cultural and social life’’ of their country and to ‘‘be 
familiar with their national and religious traditions, 
gladly and reverently laying bare the seeds of the Word 
that lie hidden within them.’’ 


The decree called on missionaries not to disparage 
other religions and to take up their work in a spirit of 
ecumenism rather than inter-denominational strife, 
“‘because the division among Christians damages the 
most holy cause of preaching the Gospel to every 
creature.” 


WORKING FOR justice, peace and human progress 
is important to the missionary task, the decree said. 


“The Gospel has truly been a leaven of liberty and 
progress in human history, even in its temporal sphere, 
and always proves itself a leaven of brotherhood, of unity, 
and of peace,’ it said. 


The document stressed the missionary duties of 
established churches, particularly the role of bishops — 
individually and through the Synod of Bishops — to 
promote missionary activity and awareness. 


Concerned with administrative and legal as well as 
theological issues, the decree also called for restructuring 
and internationalizing the Vatican agency that oversees 
missionary activities. It set new norms for fostering 
collaboration and involvement in missionary dioceses, 
urged more equitable distribution of priests around the 
world, and set up general principles for easing the 
transition of missionary churches through various stages 
of growth and development.

WASHINGTON (NC) — USS. Secretary of 
Education William J. Bennett introduced the Reagan 
administration’s proposal Nov. 13 to give vouchers to 
poor parents in both public and private schools. 


At a Washington news conference Bennett said 
vouchers would give parents ‘‘a ticket to find the best 
possible schools for their children and the best possible 
opportunities.’’ Legislation was expected to be 
introduced by Sen. Orrin G. Hatch, R-Utah, and Rep. 
Pat Swindall, R-Ga., within a week. 


THE REAGAN administration has pushed unsuccess- 
fully for tuition tax credits for all private schools 
parents. Bennett said the voucher program for 
educationally handicapped students would not be 
vulnerable to the criticism tuition tax credits received — 
that the proposal is too expensive and takes the brightest 
students out of the public schools. 


He said the vouchers, $600 per student, would not cost 
more than the current $3.6 billion in federal remedial aid 
provided under Chapter I of the Education Consolidation 
and Improvement Act. Also, he said, the private schools 
could not be accused of ‘‘cream skimming’’ since the

The action, publicly announced two days later, 
demonstrates the bishops’ ‘‘determination to continue to 
pursue . . . strictly conditioned moral acceptance of the 
principle of deterrence,’’ said Bishop Malone. He said the 
bishops did not draw any conclusions at this year’s 
meeting about whether they will change their minds on 
deterrence as expressed in their 1983 pastoral on war and 
peace. 


Interest in collegiality and the upcoming world Synod 
of Bishops in Rome, called to evaluate ramifications of the 
Second Vatican Council, was another highlight of the 
meeting, he added. 


THE SYNOD will be an occasion when “‘the bishops 
relate together in solidarity with the Holy Father,”’ 
Bishop Malone said. ‘‘I intend to carry (to Rome) the 
message that the episcopal conference in this country is 
alive’’ and functioning and considers collegiality crucial, 
added Bishop Malone, who as NCCB president is U.S. 
delegate to the synod. 


It is important to ‘‘assert that this (the bishops’ 
conference) is one of the structures that clearly flows from 
the Second Vatican Council,’’ he said. “‘It’s a way of 
expressing collegiality.’’ 

The NCCB meetings have the ‘‘full knowledge and 
implicit approval’’ of the pope, he added. 
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students would be educationally and financially 
disadvantaged.

DESCANSO — Not many Catholics 
can boast that their parish is a ‘‘do-it- 
yourself’’ project. According to Father 
Richard Houck, pastor, that is the case in 
the parish community of Our Lady of 
Light. 


All the construction work of parish 
facilities and landscaping has been done by 
the parishioners themselves. The Building 
and Maintenance brigade donated many 
hours to prepare the grounds and facilities 
for the parish’s 50th anniversary. 


OUR LADY of Light parish consists of 
four ‘‘back-country’’ communities: Pine 
Valley, Guatay, Descanso, and Japatul — 
an area of 480 square miles. The 91-family 
parish also supports Our Lady of the Pines 
Mission in Mount Laguna. 


Guatay Valley, in which the parish is 
located, once was the winter home of 
Indians who travelled between the 
mountains and foothills, harvesting the 
nuts and grain that grew plentifully along 
its streams. The Guatay (Indian for 
“‘council house’’) settlements, according to 
legend, were cultural centers for the 
Kumeyai, as they called themselves — a 
mingling of the Hokan family of Yuma 
linguistic stock and other groups that 
migrated there, including the Shoshone. 


The history of Descanso (Spanish for 
“‘place of rest’’) and the parish that is 
known today as Our Lady of Light reflect 
the trials, adversities, and triumphs that 


establishing his missions, the lives of the 
Indians changed radically. The coastal 
tribes fell under the supervision of the 
Spanish, and many fled into the mountains 
to escape conscription into service. 


The southern California area of lush 
pasturelands, valleys, and mountain slopes 
became the scene of conquest and 
reconquest by the Spanish, Mexicans, and 
Americans. The discovery of gold in the 


latter half of the 1800s and the 
establishment of mail roads opened the 
valley to wider settlement, primarily 


farming and ranching. 


By the turn of the century, Descanso — 
31 miles east of San Diego — had evolved 
from a rather wild frontier mining 
settlement to a stable farming and ranching 
community. Although the community had 
a town hall, the Catholic families had no 
church in which to worship. 


PRIESTS WHO ministered to Indians 
in the mountain reservations also saw to 
the spiritual needs of Catholics in the 
scattered mountain settlements. Father 
Edmund La Pointe, a French Canadian 
from Quebec began his ministry in the area 
in 1900. He journeyed by horse and mule 
from El Cajon to say Mass for Catholic 
settlers in Descanso, Campo, Jamul, Los 
Canejos, Santa Ysabel, Julian, and 
Ramona. In 1918 he was given a model-T 
Ford, but he had a fear of the ‘‘infernal 
machine”’ and employed a young Indian to 
chauffeur him about.

MASS CONTINUED to be said in the 
town hall until 1937 when negotiations to 
acquire the abandoned schoolhouse were 
completed.

By July 1937, the Descanso congregation 
numbered about 100 and the collection had 
_risen to $15. The increased revenue, 
however, was not enough to cover 
expenses. Fund raisers were held by 
parishioners, which included a chicken fry 
— the precursor of the annual barbecue, 
now in its 45th year — and a box social and 


dance hosted by the Altar and Rosary ; 


Society. 


Until recently Garbani worked as main 
cook for the parish’s annual barbecue. The 
pit barbecue and_ professional 
entertainment attract 2,000 or more 
visitors each Labor Day weekend. 


WHEN PERMISSION was granted by 
Bishop Francis Furey of San Diego in 1965 
to build a new church, Father Joseph 
Prince envisioned a ‘‘church in the round’”’ 
(actually octagonal) in which the altar 
would be visible to the entire congregation. 
His plans called for the church to measure 
60 feet diagonally and be able to hold up to 
400 people sufficient space to 
accommodate ““great crowds’’ of 
summer guests.

He reminded them that they are a 
unique parish: in their history, in their 
location, and in the quality of the people 
themselves — people who have developed a 
true sense of Christian community. 


Bishop Leo Maher concelebrated the 
anniversary Mass with priests of the El 
Cajon deanery. Also present were former 
pastors Father Leo Davis (1939-44) and 
Msgr. Tulio Andreatta (1953-61). Deacons 
Michael Newman and Alvin McDaniel of 
the parish assisted in the concelebration.

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Bishops’ conference role 


still hotly debated

VATICAN CITY — Church officials 
worldwide are preparing to assess the 
impact of the Second Vatican Council at a 
time when Catholic authorities disagree 
over whether applications of its teachings 
have been generally good or bad. An 
extraordinary Synod of Bishops, 
scheduled by Pope John Paul II for Nov. 
24-Dec. 8, is to be the forum for a study of 
how the council teachings have been 
applied in the past two decades. 


The Second Vatican Council 
emphasized the collegial relationship 
between bishops and their sharing in 
church authority, launching an era of 
cooperative leadership among individual 
bishops and their regional and national 
conferences. 


Twenty years later, as the bishops 
prepare to meet in an extraordinary 
synod to evaluate the council’s results, 
collegiality remains at the center of 
church debate. 


IN PARTICULAR, discussion has 
focused on the expanded activities of 
national bishops’ conferences and their 
teaching and disciplinary role. 


In interviews with National Catholic 
News Service, Vatican officials described 
the pastoral work of bishops’ conferences 
as necessary and good, but some said the 
conferences risk overstepping their 
limited authority and eclipsing the role of 
the diocesan bishop. 


Meanwhile, presynod reports from 
bishops in the United States and other 
countries have suggested that the synod 
clarify the nature of national bishops’ 
conferences, their teaching authority and 
their place in dealing with dissent. 


IT WAS the Dogmatic Constitution on 
the Church, Lumen Gentium, that in 
1964 clearly stated that bishops, with the 
pope as their head, share in the supreme 
authority over the Church. It said the 
order of bishops was the successor to the 
order of apostles in their roles as teachers 
and pastors. 


The council also emphasized the 
bishops’ obligation to join in common 
action, specifically through episcopal 
conferences. It encouraged the bishops to 
meet regularly, exchange views, and 
‘formulate a program for the common 
good of the Church.”’ 


Moreover, many of the council’s 
documents assign specific decision- 
making tasks to national bishops’ 


conferences. Several of these have been 
officially incorporated into the Church’s 
new Code of Canon Law. 


MANY BISHOPS’ conferences 
around the world have grown to include 
permanent administrative staffs and sub- 
agencies that deal with social justice and 
peace issues, education, and 
communications. 


The bishops in individual countries, 
especially in the last several years, have 
issued more frequent pastoral letters on 
social teaching regarding specific national 
issues. Two examples are the US. 
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bishops’ letter on war and peace and their 
proposed letter on the economy. 


Cardinal Joseph Ratzinger, prefect of 
the Congregation for the Doctrine of the 
Faith, has criticized the greater role of 
bishops’ conferences and their operation 
by ‘‘consensus.”’ 


IN A 1985 book, The Ratzinger 
Report, he said the council’s emphasis of 
the bishop’s role ‘‘risks being smothered 
by the insertion of bishops into episcopal 
conferences that are ever more organized, 
often with burdensome bureaucratic 
structures.” 


He said some bishops showed a lack of 
individual responsibility by delegating 
their personal authority as ‘‘shepherd and 
teacher’’ to structures of the bishops’ 
conference. In many conferences, he said, 
the majority of bishops are moved by 
“the group spirit’? or conformism to 
accept the positions of active minorities. 


Cardinal Ratzinger said that episcopal 
conferences have no teaching mission and 
that their documents have no weight of 
their own — except ‘‘the consent given to 
them by the individual bishops.”’ 


“WE MUST not forget that the 
episcopal conferences have no theological 
basis; they do not belong to the structure 
of the Church, as willed by Christ, that 
cannot be eliminated; they have only a 
practical, concrete function,’ he said. 


Brazilian Archbishop Lucas Moreira 
Neves, secretary of the Congregation for 
Bishops, said he agreed with Cardinal 
Ratzinger regarding the role of bishops’ 
conferences. 


In a ‘‘strict sense,’’ he said, bishops’ 
conferences are not an expression of 
collegiality, spelled out by the council as 
the bishops acting in union with the pope. 


INSTEAD, THEY are an expression 
of the ‘“‘spirit of collegiality’? between 
bishops, and their role is ‘‘purely 
pastoral,’’ he said. 


Because the council did not define any 
“‘theological basis’’ for the conferences, 
he added, they must not ‘‘oppose, 
substitute, or suffocate’? the ordinary 
sacramental power of individual bishops. 


The prefect of the Congregation for 
Bishops, Cardinal Bernardin Gantin, said 
the national bishops’ conference is ‘“‘the 
place where bishops can reflect, help each 
other solve problems, agree on a policy, 
without taking anything away from their 
freedom as diocesan bishops.’ 


“IF A LOCAL bishop loses his 
personality, he isn’t a good one,”’ he said. 


Cardinal Gantin praised the overall 
work of bishops’ conferences and said it 
must continue. ‘‘Not only is it a good 
thing, it is an excellent thing,’’ he said. 


However, he said bishops today need to 
balance their time between their own 
dioceses and their work elsewhere. 


“BEFORE THE council, bishops 
would close themselves off like princes or 
emperors. Now, they have opened the 
windows to see what can be seen outside. 
Perhaps it went too far. The bishop no 
longer stays at home,’’ Cardinal Gantin

In their presynod report, U.S. bishops 
asked that the synod help clarify the role 
of bishops’ conferences in dealing with 
local dissent. The British bishops’ report 
said that in some areas, the bishops 
should have greater freedom of decision. 


Bishop James Malone of Youngstown, 
Ohio, president of the National 
Conference of Catholic Bishops, said in 
his report that the synod should help 
clarify ‘‘the theological basis for the 
episcopal conference — the character and 
force of its statements, its role in dealing 
with national problems such as dissent by 
some theologians and Religious, its 
relationship to individual bishops, to 
other episcopal conferences, and to the 
Holy See.”’ 


‘*THE PERCEPTION of tensions in 
these relationships is ultimately inimical 
to authority in the Church generally,” 
Bishop Malone said.

THIS DECISION forbids services by 
“teachers and other professionals on 
private sectarian property,’’ said Ira 
Wetherill, special assistant to the 
superintendent at Sweetwater. His 
district classifies its instructional aides as 
‘‘paraprofessionals, not professionals,’’ 
and claims the constraints of the ruling do 
not apply to them. As a result, there has 
been no change in Chapter I services to 
the two upper grades in Chula Vista’s 
Catholic schools. 


‘‘We are in the business of educating 
kids...and have always had good 
relationships with non-public schools,’’ 
Wetherill said. ‘“We don’t want to do 
anything illegal, and don’t believe we 
are.” 


Several diocesan principals have 
rejected proposals by public school 
districts to have eligible Catholic school 
students instructed in public schools. 


FOR STUDENTS at Our Lady of 
Mount Carmel School in San Ysidro, this 
would mean a half-mile walk, Blessed 
Sacrament Sister Maria Paz, principal, 
said. 


The Supreme Court ruling has halted 
all Chapter I services at this school this 
year. However, the San Ysidro 
Elementary School District has placed 
allocated federal money in a 
‘‘contingency fund until a mutual 
agreement’’ between public and Catholic 
school administrators can be reached, she 
said.

The United States Catholic 
Conference’s Department of Education 
and the California Catholic Conference 
have worked with state and federal 
officials, as well as with California’s 
diocesan school superintendents, to try to 
resolve the Chapter I dilemma. 


Because of their efforts, an investigator 
from the U.S. Department of Education 
was to meet with Catholic school 
superintendents Nov. 19, including 
Father Dennis Clark, San Diego diocesan 
superintendent. 


FATHER CLARK said that “‘the state 
(of California) is the real villian’’ in the 
Chapter I situation. He feels the state sees 
the Court’s Chapter I ruling as a ‘‘great 
opportunity to kill the program’’ in 
private schools. 


SDUSD is ‘‘trying to do the right 
thing’? in implementing the Court’s 
decision, he said, but officials in the 
California State Department of Education 
have not taken appropriate measures to 
correct Chapter I inequities in local school 
districts within the state. 


‘““Catholic superintendents in 
California have filed a formal complaint 
with the U.S. Department of Education 
against the SDE’s lack of cooperation in 
restoring Chapter I services in Catholic 
schools. They expect the meeting to result 
in the federal government’s bypassing”’ 
the SDE ‘‘in providing services to 
educationally disadvantaged children in 


Catholic schools,’’ Father Clark said. 
THE UNSATISFACTORY progress 


in negotiations between the diocesan 
schools office and public school districts is 
not due to the latter’s ‘‘lack of 
cooperation,”’ he said. 


Father Clark sees hope in resolving the 
Chapter I problem through passage of the 
Equity and Choice Act of 1985 proposed 
Nov. 13 by U.S. Secretary of Education 
William Bennett. The act would permit 
parents of Chapter I students to obtain 
education vouchers to be used at the 
school of their choice. 


Although this act will not likely become 
law before July 1986, Father Clark said 
Catholic schools ‘‘wholeheartedly 
support’ the plan. 


THE PROPOSAL, however, is 
already opposed by public school interest 
groups, especially teacher unions, ‘‘which 
seem to be threatened by any possibility 
of loss of the publicly funded monopoly 
they now enjoy,’’ according to Joseph P. 
McElligott, director of the California 
Catholic Conference’s Division of 
Education. 


‘“‘Voucherization of the federal 
compensatory education program would 
give educational choice to a large number 
of poor minority parents,’’ McElligott 
said. 


McElligott added that ‘‘tens of 
thousands of disadvantaged parochial 
school children in poor neighborhoods 
throughout California are not now 
receiving statutorily mandated and 
equitable federal compensatory education 
services in Chapter I programs operated 
by public school districts. It may be that 
the federal voucher plan could restore to 
them the genuine opportunities intended 
for them by Congress.’’

Obispos discuten la economia en su reunion anual 


WASHINGTON (NC) — Los obispos de los Estados 
Unidos completaron el andlisis del segundo borrador de 
su proyectada Carta Pastoral sobre la economia 
norteamericana, el 13 de noviembre, a tiempo de que 
quién preside su comite de redaccidn sefiala que no ha 
escuchado ninguna critica de los obispos sobre el concepto 
controversial de la Carta sobre los ‘‘derechos 
econémicos.”’ 


“‘Hasta el momento no he sentido oposicidn (entre los 
obispos),’’ dijo el Arzobispo de Milwaukee, Rembert 
Weakland, presidente del comité de redaccién. Weakland 
habl6 sobre el tema de los derechos econémicos, en una 
conferencia de prensa, cuando a la Asamblea General de 
obispos, del 11 al 15 de noviembre, en Washington, le 
faltaba aun una segunda mitad. 


EN LOS PRIMEROS dias de la reunidn, los obispos 
también iniciaron la revisidn de un plan pastoral pro- 
vida, una proyectada Carta Pastoral sobre ministerio 
universitario, y declaraciones sobre problemas agricolas y 
temas de inmigracion.

Conferencia Catdlica de los Estados Unidos, el Obispo 
auxiliar de Washington Eugene A. Marino, el primer 
obispo negro que llega a uno de los cuatro puestos mas 
altos del episcopado norteamericano.
